Philippine  pollsters 
tell  of  vote  fraud 


MANILA,  Philippines  (AP)  —  Thirty 
computer  operators  marched  out  of  the 
government’s  election  commission  Sun¬ 
day,  claiming  the  ballot-counting  that 
showed -President  Ferdinand  E.  Marcos 
defeating  Corazon  Aquino  was  falsified. 

An  international  observer  group,  mean¬ 
while,  accused  Marcos’  partisans  on  Sun¬ 
day  of  vote-buying,  intimidations,  snatch¬ 
ing  ballot  boxes  and  tampering  with  elec¬ 
tion  returns  in  Friday’s  special  presiden¬ 
tial  election. 

The  computer  operators  wept  on  each 
others’  shoulders  after  parading  single  file 
out  of  the  Marcos-appointed  commission’s 
counting  center. 

“There  was  something  wrong,”  a 
woman  operator  explained.  “What’s  post¬ 
ed  on  the  tabulation  board  does  not  tally 
with  the  computer  board,  and  we  don’t 
know  who  is  doing  it.  We  can’t  take  it  any 


more. 

The  woman,  who  refused  to  give  her 
name,  told  The  Associated  Press  that 
workers  spotted  the  problem  Saturday 
night,  when  Mrs.  Aquino  was  leading,  in 
the ’commission’s  count  by  100,000  votes. 
By  midday  Sunday,  Marcos  had  taken 
over  the  lead. 

By  Monday  morning,  with  28  percent  of 
the  precincts  reporting,  the  commission’s 
unofficial  tally  gave  Marcos  3,056,236 
votes  to  Mrs.  Aquino’s  2,903,348,  a  split  of 
51.28  percent  to  48.72  percent. 


28  years  of  Duvalier  family  rule  bore  silent 
witness  to  a  celebration  that  turned  vio¬ 
lent,  killing  at  least  100  people  and  causing 
great  material  damage. 

Jean-Claude  Duvalier,  who  became 
Haiti’s  “president-for-life”  in  1971  at  age 
19,  fled  to  France  on  Friday  with  about  25 
family  members,  guards  and  associates  af¬ 
ter  the  United  States  and  Jamaica  con¬ 
vinced  him  to  step  down  in  the  face  of 
mounting  violence.

There  are  several  violations  that 
may  result  in  having  a  wheel  immobi¬ 
lizer,  (boot)  put  on  your  car,  said  Lt.

When  a  person  parks  in 
a  restricted  lot  without  the  BYU 
sticker  they  are  given  a  citation.  Af¬ 
ter  two  of  these,  their  . names  are  put 
on  an  impound  list  and  a  boot  is  put  on :

NEW  YORK  (AP)  — 
Televisions  were  on  an 
average  of  seven  hours 
and  10  minutes  in  Amer¬ 
ican  households  last 
year,  and  free  TV  in  the 
fourth  quarter  made  its 
first  gains  since  the 
cable  boom  of  the  1980’s 
began,  according  to  the 
Television  Bureau  of 
Advertising.  . 

The  two-minute  in¬ 
crease  in  viewing  for 
1985  ov.er  1984  marked 
the  smallest  in  a  decade, 
the  bureau  said.  Total 
viewing  had  been  in¬ 
creasing  annually  by  at 
least  three  minutes  a 
year  since  1977,  when 
viewing  dropped  by 
eight  minutes  to  six 
hours,  10  minutes.

BYU  offers  course  0n  this  daY 


on  love  nurturing

Almost  500  people  crowd  into  the 
Joseph  Smith  Building  Auditorium . 
every  Wednesday  at  noon  to  learn 
how  to  become  more  loving  people. 

“Practice,”  said  Dr.  Alvin  H.  Price', 
one  of  the  three  class  teachers.  “Love 
is  not  an  instinct,  it  is, not  somethihg 
you  can  evolve  into.” 

Price,  Dr.  Brent  A.  Barlow  and  Dr. 
A.  Lynn  Scoresby  take  turns  talking 
about  the  pleasures  and  pains  of  love 
during  the  weekly  class. 

Only  about  380  of  those  attending 
are  actually  enrolled  in  the  course 
called  “How  to  Be  a  Loving  Person,” 
offered  through  the  Family  Living- 
Center. 

The  class  was  started  on  a  whim, 
last  November  after  the  course  cata¬ 
logue  was  printed.  The  Family  Living 
Center  had  planned  to  offer  a  few 
classes  on  the  negative  aspects  of 
family  life  and  someone  suggested 
they  offer  one  on  a  positive  aspect  of 
the  family,  such  as  love. 

It  was  quickly  evident  that  the' 
class  on  love  had  outgrown  the  35- 
person  capacity  room  it  had  been 
scheduled  for.  The  classes  on  the 
negative  aspects  did  not  attract 
enough  people  to  carry  the  courses. 

Because  there  is  no  book  and  the 
class  has  never  been  taught  Here  be¬ 
fore,  the  instructors  must  do  a  lot  of 
preparation  on  their  own. 

“My  best  ideas  come  from  watching 
people,”  said  Price.  Many  examples 


used  to  illustrate  points  Come  from 
thfe  instructors’  experiences  in 
observing  human  behavior  and  fami¬ 
lies. 

Price  spent  more  than  40  hours  pre¬ 
paring  for  his  first  hour-long  lecture 
in  the  class.  “I  was  so  nervous  I 
stayed  up  all  night  trying  to  think.” 
He  threw  out  four  complete  lectures 
before  writing  the  one  he  delivered. 

Grading  for  the  love  class  is  by  con¬ 
tract.  To  get  an  A,  the  student  agrees 
to  build  a  loving  relationship  with 
Someone  he  does  not  already  know. 
This  person  might  be  in  a  rest  home  or 
the  state  hospital. 

Students  must  also  complete  six 
class  projects.  The  projects  are  all  ex¬ 
perimental,  such  as  analyzing  a  past 
love  experience  or  sharing  the  story 
of  it  with  a  friend.  The  effort  is  to  get 
students  to  recognize  what  happens 
in  a  love  relationship  and  understand 
the  feelings  involved. 

“I  think  the  assignments  are  pretty 
fun.  The  ideas  are  fun  to  use  on 
friends  and  people  in  my  ward,”  said 
John  Hawkins  Damitz,  a  freshman 
from  Santa  Barbara,  Calif. ,  majoring 
in  Financial  planning. 

Lectures  focus  equally  on  family 
and  friend  loving  relationships.  It  is 
safer  and  easier  to  practice  loving 
techniques  on  family  members  be¬ 
cause  of  the  time  spent  with  .the  fami¬ 
ly,  said  Price.. 

The  class  is-  somewhat  similar  to 
Leo  Buscaglia’s  class  on  love  at  the 
'  University  of  Southern  California.

Problem  solving 
a  part  of  dating

Dating,  which  is  usually  entertainment-oriented, 
may  not  be  the  best  way  to  find  a  perfect,  mate. 

Dr.  Eugene  Mead,  a  professor  of  family  science 
at  BYU,  said  a  few  problem-solving  dates  can  help 
couples  see  how  they  deal  with  frustrations  or 
stress  and  what  their  role  expectations  are. 

People  have  scripts  in- their  minds  about  what 
they  expect  their  role  as  father  or  mother  will  be 
and  how  they  expect  their  spouse  will  act,  said 
Robert  F.  Stahmann,  a  professor  of  family  science. 
Their  own  family  origins  have  the  greatest  influ¬ 
ence  on  these  scripts.  Dissimilar  expectations  can 
cause  some  conflicts  with  couples,  but  with  good, 
communication,  marriage  becomes  the  negotiation 
of  a  joint  script  of  roles. 

Often  when  people  go  to  a  movie,  they  don’t 
really  have  the  chance  to  talk  and  get  to  know  each 
other,  said  Mead.  People,  don’t  often  talk  about 
controversial  subjects  on  leisure-based  dates 
either,  so  a  hike  in  the  woods  or  a  cross-country  ski 
trip  or  window  shopping  will  promote  time  for  talk¬ 
ing  in  depth. 

Instead  of  just  asking  the  superficial  questions 
about  a  family,  Mead  said,  couples  should  go  furth¬ 
er  and  agka  person  what  he  would  do  if  he  were  the, 
parent  in  a  family  and  one  of  the  children  backed  the 
car  into  a  fe$ee?  What  kind  of  punishment,  disci¬ 
pline,,  or  teaching  methods  would  he  use?

quite  a  good  first  impression.  “I  was  really  sur¬ 
prised  that  a  girl  that  cute  would  be  so  aware  and  up 
on  football,”  said  LaVell.

The  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Realtors  said  its 
affordability  index  top¬ 
ped  100  percent  in  De¬ 
cember,  the  first  time 
that  has  occurred  since 
December  1978. 

The  index  reached  101 
percent,  meaning  a 
family  earning  the  me¬ 
dian  income  of  $27,940 
had  enough  income  to 
qualify  for  a  mortgage

Holidays  scattered  throughout  the 
year  have  a  unique  way  of  bringing 
friends  and  relatives  closer  together. 
But  no  holiday  does  it  better  than  the 
saintly  day  of  Valentines. 

In  the  February  Calendar  of  Poor 
Robin’s  Almanac,  an  attempt  is  made 
to  sum  up  the  activities  surrounding 
the  14th  of  February. 

“Young  men  and  maids,  where  love 
combines, 

Each  other  draw  for  Valentines; 
They  clip  and  kiss,  and  dance  and

love  like  unto  anything: 
young,  men  they  like  to  be 

doing. 

And  freely  spend  their  coin  in 
wooing; 

And  maidens  love  not  to  be  tar¬ 
rying, 

But  make  all  haste  they  can  to  mar¬ 
rying, 

Marry  in  haste,  repent  at  leisure.” 

St.  Valentine’s  Day  is  considered  a 
“harmless  and  sometimes  amusing 
way  of  keeping  in  toiieh  with  friends 
toward  whom  is  felt  an  especial  fond¬ 
ness,”  according  to  the  book  “The 
Valentine  and  its  Origin.” 

In  ancient  times,  Feb.  14  was  the 
eve  of  the  Roman  festival  known  as 
Lupercalia.  It  was  first  established  to 
ensure  good  crops,  protect  the  flocks 
from  wolves  and  keep  animals  and 
their  owners  healthy. 

Prior  to  the  celebration,  the  Roman 
boys  drew  names  of  the  girls  who 
would  be  their  partners  at  the  festiv¬ 
al.  With  the  Roman  Empire’s  inva¬ 
sion  of  France  and  Britian  it  was 
thought  that  some  of  the  customs 
from  the  Lupercalia  festival  were  car¬ 
ried  over,  one  of  which  includes  this 
drawing  of  names. 

During  the  ceremony,  two  boys 
would  run  through  the  streets  wear¬ 
ing  goat  skin  thongs  ■  called  februa. 
The  lashings  of  the  shoes  were,  called

februatio,  meaning  to  purify.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  book  “Hearts,  Cupids  and 
Red  Roses,”  the  term  February 
stemed  from  these. 

The  girls  would  line  the  streets 
hoping  to  touch  the  lashings  of  the 
shoes.  They  believed  if  they  were  suc¬ 
cessful,  the  bearing  of  children  would 
be  easier. 

With  the  introduction  of  Christ’s 
teachings,  a  new  religion  was  born 
and  the  early  church  leaders  did  their 
best  to  stamp  out  everythihg  pagan, 


the  reference  given  to  the  older  reli¬ 
gions. 

Unable  to  abolish  some  of  the  pagan 
festivals,  the  church  assigned  Christ¬ 
ian  names  to  them.  This  was  how 
Lupercalia,  which  survived  late  into 
the  fifth  century;  took  on  the  name  of 
the  Saint  Valentine. 

According  to  Websters  New  World 
Dictionary,  Saint  Valentine  was  a 
third  century  A.D.  Christian  marytr 
of  Rome.  This  saint’s  name  was  given 


to  a  festival  that  celebrated  spring¬ 
time  and  fertility  in  humans  and 
animals. 

In  Italy  during  this  spring  festival, 
the  young’  people  would  gather 
together  in  groves  and  gardens  to  lis¬ 
ten  to  love  poetry  and  romantic 
music. 

France  conducted  its  spring 
celebration  by  dividing  into  two 
groups  of  young  women  and  young 
men.  From  the  windows  of  two 
houses  on  opposite  sides  of  a  narrow 
street,  they  would  take  turns  calling 
out  names  forming  pairs. 

They  would  then  meet  and  if  they 
liked  each  other,  the  girl  would  pre¬ 
pare  a  meal  they  would  eat  together. 
Afterwards,  they  would  go  to  the 
valentine  dance. 

If  the  boy  didn’t  like  his  valentine 
date,  he  would  desert  her.  According 
to  the  book  “Hearts,  Cupids  and  Red 
Roses,”  she  would  keep  to  herself  for 
eight  days.  At  the  end  of  this  time, 
the  deserter  would  be  burned  at  the 
stake.  This  custom  disappeared  by 
order  of  the  Government. 

By  the  eighteenth  century,  costly 
gifts,  lovetokens,  letters  and  propos¬ 
als  of  love  were  considered  “true” 
valentines. 

The  English  and  German  settlers 
brought  this  custom  to  the  new  world. 
However,  the  tradition  is  kept  alive 
mainly  in  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britian. 

With  the  nineteeth  century  came 
1  ready-made  valentines  and  a  growing 
interest  in  the  holiday.  What  once 
meant  sweetheart,  now  meant  a  mes¬ 
sage  of  love  on  paper.  These  paper 
valentines  reached  their  peak  be¬ 
tween  1840  to  1860,  during  the  Victo¬ 
rian  Era.  Delicate  paper,  lace,  cupids, 
birds,  flowers,  hearts  and  darts  were 
introduced. 

Today,  many  of  these  Victorian 
customs  survive  and  the  celebration 
of  Lupercalia  has  evolved  in  to  what  is 
now  the  traditional  day  for  love.

“You’ll  have  a  less  artificial  kind  of  relationship 
and  you  can  find  out  what  they  would  do  in  a  pinch,” 
said  Mead. 

Stahmann  said  the  time  for  these  interaction  or 
relationship  dates  that  provide  time  for  talking  is 
when  people  start  to  psychologically  make  the  com¬ 
mitment  that  marriage  is  something  they  want,  and 
that  this  is  the  time  for  it  and  that  maybe  this  is  the 
person. 

He  gave  the  example  of  an  exercise  for  high 
school  classes  in  marriage  enhancement  where  peo¬

These  activities  are  reaf  eye 
openers  to  help  people  understand  what  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  are  going  to  be. 

Married  couples  must  schedule  some  time  for 
dates  that  give  them  time  for  their  relationship. 
With  unmarried  people,  making  time  for  dating  is 
not  the  problem.  They  often  give  it  more  time  than 
it  needs,  putting  dating  above  other  priorities. 

The  BYU  Counselihg  and  Development  Center 
is  offering  a -series  of  minicourses  on  dating. 
Vaughn  Worthen,  who  teaches  one  of  these 
courses,  said  there  are  three  stages  to  dating  rela¬ 
tionships. 

When  people  are  first  getting  acquainted  they 
should  talk  about  low  risk  subjects.  General  know¬ 
ledge  questions,  such  as  what’s  your  name,  major, 
and  where  are  you  from,  or  even  what  do  you  think 
about  the  weather,  give  people  a  chance  to  get  to 
know  each  other  in  a  non-threatening  way. 

The  second  level  of  dating  comes  when  people 
decide  they  enjoy  going  with  each  other,  and  dis¬ 
cuss  their  opinions  about  things.  They  may  go  to  a 
movie  or  a  concert  and  then  discuss  it  afterward. 

Worthen  said  in  the  third  level  of  dating  rela¬ 
tionship  people  have  developed  enough  trust  to 
share  their  personal  feelings  about  each  other  and 
their  relationship.

during  the  first  half  with  three  a  piece,  and  had  to 
sit  out  for  a  large  part  of  the  half. 

Before  the  game  against  Hawaii,  Coach  Ladell 
Andersen  said  he  was  afraid  of  what  the  first  half 
might  be  like.  “We’re  a  better  ball  club,  but  playing 
on  the  home  floor  in  Hawaii  has  some  disadvan¬ 
tages,  so  we  have  to  come  over  and  play  hard. 

“We  have  to  try  and  get  their  heads  right  because 
everything  is  not  conducive  to  playing  basketball  in 
Hawaii,”  Andersen  said. 

At  half  time  the  Cougars  were  behind  by  seven 
points,  37-30.  Andersen  said  he  talked  about  a  lot  of 
things  in  the  locker  room  but  in  much  more  of  a  rage 
than  before  the  game.

It  was  Bobby  Capenef  who  came  alive  in  the 
second  half  and  reached  a  career  high  of  25  points, 
beating  his  career  high  of  22  points  made  just  last 
Thursday  against  San  Diego. 

Webb  scored  two  jump  shots,  giving  the  Cougars 
their  biggest  lead  of  11  points.  It  was  also  Webb 
who  gave  the  Cougars  a  10  point  win  with  a  last  shot 
on  the  buzzer. 

Rebounding  was  an  important  part  of  the 
Cougars  second  half  as  they  outstripped  Hawaii

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High-scoring  lady  Cougars 
capture  first  place  in  HCAC

The  B  YU  women’s  basketball  team  cap¬ 
tured  sole  possession  of  first  place  in  the 
HCAC  Saturday  as  it  downed  Utah  10,6-99 
in  the  Marriott  Center: 

Both  teams  entered  the  game  unbeaten 
in  conference  play,  and  both  having  just 
come  off  strong  wins  over  Utah  State. 

“Tonight  was  a  spectators  ball  game,” 
said  Cougar  Coach  Courtney  Leishman.  “I 
thought  whoever  ended  up  with  the  ball 
last  was  going  to  win  it.” 

Utah  opened  the  game  in  a  strong  press, 
but  the  Cougars  were  able  to  break  it, 
leading  to  several  easy  buckets.  Early  in 
the  game  BYU’s  fast  break  was  effective, 
giving  the  Cougars  a  39-28  lead  with  8:03 
left  in  the  first  half. 

Then  trouble  struck  BYU  in  the  form  of 
fouls,  and  Leishman  was  forced  to  bench 
Cathy  Nixon,  Judy  Hare  and  Karina  Zapa¬ 
ta.  “I  was  forced  to  make  most  of  my  sub¬ 
stitutions  tonight  because  of  fouls.”  said 
Leishman. 


Gaining  momentum  at  the  end  of  the 
first  half,  Utah  went  to  the  locker  room  at 
half  time  trailing  53-49. 

This  momentum  carried  into  the  second 
half  as  the  Lady  Utes  took  a  58-57  lead 
three  minutes  into  the  half.  During  the 
next  four  minutes  the  lead  exchanged 
hands  13  times. 

With  a  little  more  than  13  minutes  left  in 
the  game  Tanise  Melntire  exploded  with  a 
run  of  five  straight  points  to  lead  BYU  to  a 
74-70  lead.  The  Cougars  led  the  rest  of  the 
game. 

After  shooting  a  dismal  36  percent  from 
the  field  in  the  first  half,  Tresa  Spaulding 
came  alive  in  the  second  half,  shooting  100 
percent  from  the  field.  She  ended  up  as  the 
game’s  high  .scorer  with  33  points. 

Spaulding  also  came  alive  defensively  in 
thesecond  half  with  five  blocked  shots  — 
three  of  those  came  in  one  trip  down  the 
court.  She  also  led  the  Cougars  in  re¬ 
bounding  with  10.  . 

All  of  BYU’s  starters  scored  in  double 
figures,  and  the  Cougars  shot  a  season 
high  65  percent  from  the  field,  “We  had 


good  shot  selection,”  Leishman  said.  “I 
think  most  of  the  shots  we  took  were  good 
shots. 

“Both  teams  played  well,”  said  Leish¬ 
man.  “They  shot  well,  moved  the  ball  well 
and  we  saw  some  good  fast-breaks  and 
great  action.” 

Leishman  said  the  game  was  a  bit  on  the 
rough  side.  “It  was  very  physical.  We’ve 
got  some  girls  who  have  really  got  some 
sore  spots.” 

The  number  of  fouls  called  also  bears 
witness  of  a  physical  contest.  By  game’s 
end  Trudy  Sanderson  and  Tiffany  Rogers 
had  fouled  out  for  Utah  while  BYU  lost 
Spaulding.  There  was  a  total  of  50  fouls 
called  in  the  game. 

Once  again  BYU  was  out-rebounded. 
Down  by  five  at  half  time,  the  Cougars 
were  able  to  close  the  gap  to  two  by  game’s 
end.  “Rebounding  is  position  and  timing,” 
said  Leishman.

“We  saw  some  of  our  stiffest  collegiate  competi¬ 
tion  there,”  said  BYU’s  women’s  coach  Craig 
Poole,  “so  I’m  pleased  about  the  school  records  and 
the  national  qualifiers.” 

Setting  the  school  records  were  Angela  Bridge- 
man  in  the  600-yard  run  in  1:22.75;  surpassing  the 
old  record  set  by  Aisling  Molloy  in  1985  by  1.23 
seconds. 

Molloy,  however,  was  not  to  be  outdone  as  she. 
set  a  new  mark  in  the  1000-yard  run,  2:29.89,  best¬ 
ing  Judith  Croasdale’s  record  set  in  1982. 

All-American  Jill  Holiday  surpassed  Janell 
Neeley’s  record  set  in  1983  in  the  two-mile  run  with 
a  time  of  10:03.40. 

Also  setting  a  BYU  record  was  the  mile  relay 
team  composed  of  Bridgeman,  Molloy,  Stephanie 
Peery  and  Lori  Thayne  with  a  3:51.03.  The  time  of 
the  old  record  was  3:52.04  set  in  1985. 

Molloy  and  Holiday  qualified  in  their  respective 
events  for  the  NCAA  nationals  to  be  held  later  this 
year  in  March. 

The  Cougars  did  have  setbacks  as  sprinters 
Susan  DeVries  and  Gina  Bradford,  who  were  ex¬ 
pected  to  finish  high  in  the  hurdles  as  well  as  the 
sprint  events,  pulled  muscles  and  had  to  be 
scratched.

That’s  one  of  the 
problems  with  the  press  —  apparently  this  is  a 
bigger  story  in  the  minds  of  some.  That’s  one  of  the 
reasons  we  don’t  release  names  in  these  situa¬ 
tions.”

However,  the  Cougar  coach  is  not  shv  about  ex¬ 
plaining  the  Honor  Code  when  he  talks  to  players 
on  recruiting  trips.  “I  don’t  duck  the  issue.  The 
athletes  have  no  question  as  to  what’s  expected  of 
them  when  they  come  here.  These  are  rules  they 
have  to  keep  like  any  other  student,”  Edwards 
said.

“Of  course,  there  are  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  growing  pains.  A  lot  of  kids  make 
mistakes.  1  was  a  bishop  at  an  on-campus  ward  for 
six  years,  and  I  saw  non-athletes  make  mistakes, 
too.  But  the  football  team  is  more  visible,”  he  said.

Office  automation  is  outrunning  the 
size  of  the  nation’s  workforce  avail¬ 
able  to  operate  the  equipment,  says 
the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  provid¬ 
ers  of  temporary  help  in  the  United 
States. 

More  than  90  percent  of  the  nation’s 
top-level  clerical  workers  are  un¬ 
trained  for  tommorow’s  office, 
according  to  Mitchell  Fromgtein, 
president  of  Manpower  Inc.,  a  Mil¬ 
waukee-based  company. 

To  meet  this  need,  the  company  has 
announced  plans  to  teach  its  700,000 
workers  in  the  use  of  .  the  personal 
computer  for  a  wide  range  of  business 
applications. 


Other  temporary  help  companies 
—  such  as  Kelly  Services,  Inc. ,  and 
Olsten  Corp.  —  also  are  training  their 
workers  in  such  skills  as  word  proces¬ 
sing,  financial  analysis  and  spread¬ 
sheet  programs. 

“The  economic  recovery  brought 
with  it  an  explosive  release  of  office 
automation  purchases  by  major  com¬ 
panies,”  says  Fromstein,  in  explain¬ 
ing  the  shortage  of  workers  qualified 
to  handle  the  newest  automated 
equipment. 

“We  have  in  this  nation  over  18  mil¬ 
lion  clerical  workers  of  which  over  5 
million  are  secretaries,  stenog¬ 
raphers  and  typists  —  but  virtually 
less  than  a  handful  of  these  people  can 
operate  automated  equipment. 


Public  relations  field 
experiencing  trends 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  field  of  public  relations 
is  not  only  getting  more  competitive,  says  a  public 
relations  executive,  but  it  is  also  getting  more  spe¬ 
cialized. 

“We  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  it’s  easier 
to  teach  a  financial  analyst  to  become  a  PR  person, 
than  to  teach  a  public  relations  person  to  become  a 
financial  analyst,”  says  Tod  H.  Potash,  executive 
vice  president  of  the  Wall  Street  Group  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  its  subsidiary,  The  Public  Relations 
Marketing  Group. 

Finance,  high  technology,  product  marketing 
and  engineering  are  some  of  the  examples  of  fields 
in  which  specialized  knowledge  is  important,  he 
says. 

Public  relations  as  a  career  has  grown  rapidly 
over  the  past  decade,  Potash  says,  and  is  expected 
to  expand  twice  as  fast  in  the  next  10  years. 

In  1976,  there  were  about  105,000  public  rela¬ 
tions  people,  compared  with  165,000  today.  ,  .... 

Major  feasons  for  the  growth,  He  says,  are 
accelerating  change,  a  highly  competitive  environ¬ 
ment  and  growing  recognition  of  the  power  of  com¬ 
munication. 

Also,  he  says,  channels  .of  communications  keep 
growing.  In  addition  to  newspapers,  magazines  and 
broadcast  media,  there  are  books,  newsletters, 
financial  reports,  video  and  sound  cassettes, 
brochures,  films  and  more,  that  need  public  rela¬ 
tions  help. 

What  background  is  needed  for  public  relations? 

“No  matter  the  area,  a  key.  requirement  is  the 
skill  to  communicate  clearly  and  concisely.  Com¬ 
mon  sense,  tact  and  the  ability  to  command  respect 
are  highly  prized,”  says  Potash.  “Beyond  that  an 
individual  should  know  his  field  in  depth,  under¬ 
stand  the  client’s  business,  have  a  thorough  know¬ 
ledge  of  communication  channels  —  and  possess  a 
sense  of  humor.” 

While  public  relations  is  practiced  nationwide,  he 
adds,  major  business  centers  offer  the  most  oppor¬ 
tunities.  New  York,  for  example,  has  more  than 
300  public  relations  agencies;  Houston  and  Dallas 
about  50.  In  between  are  Chicago,  Washington, 
D.C.,  Lbs  Angeles  and  San  Francisco. 

Entry  level  salaries  range  from  $15,000  to 
$25,000  a  year,  depending  on  specialized  know¬ 
ledge  and  geographic  location.  Top  professionals  in 
key  cities  get  from  $70,000  to  $175,000  and  more.

PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  —  Winter  is  the  season 
when  bodies  need  to  be  fueled  with  good,  nutritious 
food  to  better  cope  with  the  bitter  cold,  wind  and 
snow,  says  Dr.  Nesba  Frimpong,  Drexel  Universi¬ 
ty  F  ellow  in  the  nutrition  and  food  sciences  depart¬ 
ment. 

“The  body  burns  up  more  calories  in  cold  weath¬ 
er,”  she  explains.  “Especially  in  winter,  the  body 
requires  foods  that  are  high  in  nutrients.” 

Healthy  eating  begins  with  breakfast,  Frimpong 
points  out.  A  well-balanced  breakfast  provides 
energy,  which  in  turn  keeps  both  the  mind  and  body 
alert. 

“Start  with  a  hot  or  cold  fortified  cereal  and  milk, 
which  is  high  in  calcium,  an  import  mineral  for 
growing  chidren  and  older  women,”  she  suggests. 
“On  the  side,  include  fresh  fruit,  like  sliced  bana¬ 
nas,  or  a  glass  of  unsweetened  fruit  juice.” 

American  hotels 
often  violate 
fire  safety  rules 

TOLEDO,  Ohio  (AP) 
—  A  survey  of  hotel  fire 
safety  codes  In  10  major 
U.S.  cities  has  shown 
that  a  majority,  of  the 
codes  do  not  set  flame- 
resistance  standards  for 
upholstered  furnishings 
or  mattresses. 

The  Boston  Fire  De¬ 
partment  conducted  the 
study,  which  examined 
the  codes  in  the  top  10 
business  travel  cities. 
They  are:  Atlanta,  Bos¬ 
ton,  Chicago,  Dallas, 
Houston,  Los  Angeles, 
New  York,  San  Fracis- 
co,  Tampa  and  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C. 

The  study  was  under- 
written  by  Owens- 
Corning  Fiberglass 
Corp. ,  a  major  manufac¬ 
turer  of  the  glass  fiber 
yams  used  in  producing 
new  flame-resistant  fab¬ 
rics. 

Boston  and  Tampa 
are  the  only  cities 
among  those  studied 
that  regulate  the  flame- 
resistance  of  uphol¬ 
stered  furnishings. 


ited  States  EPA  conducted  its  own  chemical  eva¬ 
luations  of  possible  toxic  effects  of  chlorine  dioxide 
and  found  none.” 

Because  of  its  registration  with  the  EPA, 
Purogene  enjoys  approvals  for  all  applications 
listed  on  the  base  labels.

We  must  become  firmly  rooted  in 
the  Lord  and  built  up  in  Him,  said 
Elder  Carlos  E.  Asay  at  the  14th 
annual  Sidney  B.  Sperry  Symposium 
on  Saturday. 

Elder  Asay,  a  member  of  the  pres¬ 
idency  of  the  First  Quorum  of  Seven¬ 
ty  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  gave  the  opening 
address  for  the  all-day  symposium. 

If  we  come  to  know  and  understand 
the  scriptures  so  we  can  apply  them  in 
our  own  lives,  he  said,  we  can  become 
firmly  rooted  in  the  gospel.  The  scrip¬ 
tures  were  given  for  the  salvation  of 
mankind  but  “few  persons  are  willing 
to  pay  the  price  required,  although 
the  Lord  has  commanded  us  to  do  so. 

“Of  what  profit  are  the  scriptures  if 
they  don’t  bring  us  closer  to  the 
Lord?”  he  asked.  As  Christ  was 
rooted  in  His  course,  people  should  be 
in  theirs. 

The  story  in  the  New  Testament 
about  Christ  going  to  the  temple  to 
learn  at  the  age  of  12  illustrates  that 
he  was  constantly  seeking  truth  and 
nourishment. 

As  members  of  the  church,  we  must 
follow  his  example,  said  Elder  Asay. 
Just  like  the  roots  of  a  plant  provide  it 
with  nourishment  and  anchor  it  to  the 
ground,  spiritual  roots  must  provide 
people  with  strength  and  nourish¬ 
ment.  There  are  five  actions  one  can 
take  to  root  himself  or  herself  in  the 


us  in  the  faith. 

The  “shalt’s”  and  the  “shalt  not’s” 
are  expressions  of  love  from  God  to 
his  children,  he  said.  They  are  spoken 
with  a  spirit  of  helpfulness. 

The  third  thing  a  person  must  do  to 
become  firmly  rooted  in  the  Lord  is  to 
converse  with  him.  Sincere  prayer 
must  be  combined  with  meditation 
and  periodic  fasting,  said  Elder  Asay.  • 
“Prayer  has  a  strengthening  effect 
upon  us.” 

He  said  we  must  also  worship  the 
Lord.  This  is  done  by  attending 
church  faithfully,  taking,  the  sacra¬ 
ment  worthily,  and  going  to  the  tem¬ 
ple  regularly.  Recognizing  that  there 
are  many  different  traditions  of 
worship  and  concepts  of  deity  in  the 
world,  he  said,  “If  we  are  in  harmony 
with  the  Lord’s  way,  we  have  true 
worship.” 

The  last  thing  one  must  faithfully 
do  is  serve  the  Lord.  Referring  to  the 
golden  rule,  he  said,  “Inasmuch  as  ye 
have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these, 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  , 
me.”  By  serving  his  fellowmen  a  per¬ 
son  is  actually  serving  the  Lord. 

All  of  these  actions  are  dependent 
upon  each  other.  “Faith  produces  love 
and  obedience.  This  crowns  our  belief 
and  knowledge  of  God.” 

Often  when  we  seek  to  become 
rooted  in  the  gospel,  there  are  some 
conditions  we  must  avoid,  said  Elder 
Asay.  Sometimes  a  person  is  faithful 
and  strong  at  first,  but  like  a  seed 
sown  in  shallow  soil,  he  will  soon  wilt 
away.

School's  beef  supplier 
accused  of  adding  filler 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Federal  authorities  are 
investigating  allegations  that  a  supplier  of  meat  to 
school  lunch  programs  pumped  its  beef  with  veget¬ 
able  fillers  and  water  in  a  million-dollar  scheme, 
according  to  a  report  published  Friday. 

The  company,  L.B.  Darling  Inc.  of  South- 
borough,  Mass.,  may  have  begun  the  practice  as 
early  as  the  late  1970s  and  continued  until  October 
1980,  when  the  company  was  sold,  to  its  current 
owners,  The  New  York  Times  quoted  one  of  the 
new  owners  as  saying. 

The  company  supplies  up  to  1  million  pounds  of 
beef  a  year  to  the  New  York  city  public  schools  and 
also  sells  meat  to  school  systems  throughout  the 
East. 

Federal  regulations  allow  some  soy  protein  and 
water  to  be  added  beef  used  in  the  lunch  program. 

But  Jerome  B.  Rounds,  the  company’s  current 
chairman,  said  the  previous  owners  deliberately 
misstated  the  amount  of  filler  used  in  at  least 
300,000  pounds  of  beef  a  year  for  at  least  five  years. 

“Overall,  you’re  talking  $1  million  plus”  in  illicit 
profits,  Rounds  said.

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Discerning 
true  prophets 
focus  of  talk

All  men  are  accountable  for  the  manner  in  which 
■  they  discern  the  spirits  and  for  the  prophets  they 
choose  to  follow,  said  Joseph  F.  McConkie,  BYU 
associate  professor  of  Ancient  Scripture,  on 
Saturday. 

McConkie,  who  spoke  at  the  Sidney  B.  Sperry 
Symposium  “The  Old  Testament  and  the  Latter 
Days,”  focused  on  “Prophets:  How  Shall  We  Know 
Them?” 

“The  matter  of  discerning  prophets  is  by  no 
means  academic,”  said  McConkie. 

“To  ancient  Israel,  it  often  determined  whether 
they  lived  in  bondage  or  freedom.  In  a  very  real 
sense  this  is  true  of  all  men  in  all  ages.” 

There  can  be  no  salvation  in  following  false 
prophets.  All  people  must  choose  which  prophets 
they  will  follow  and  do  so  at  the  peril  of  their  own 
eternal  lives,  according  to  McConkie. 

True  and  false  prophets  can  be  discerned  through 
tests  given  in  the  bible. 

“Moses  gave  four  tests  by  which  the  true  prophet 
might  be  known,”  he  said. 

First,  the  prophet’s  message  must  be  in  harmony 
with  revelations  already  given.  It  must  be  a  mes¬ 
sage  of  obedience  and  service  to  the  God  of  Israel. 

“Moses’  second  test  centers  in  the  matter  of 
lineage,”  he  said.  “In  his  great  Messianic  prophecy, 
it  is  distinctively  noted  that  the  Christ  must  be  an 
Israelite. 

“Though  the  passage  has  specific  reference  to  the 
Messiah,  it  was  understood  to  apply  to  all  who 
purported  to  be  prophets.  The  bible  affords  us  no 
instance  in  which  a  prophet  was  other  than  an 
Israelite,”  he  said. 

“The  third  test  centers  in  the  assurance  that  the 
true  prophet  will  speak  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,”  he 
said. 

The  prophet’s  message  is  not  his  own,  but  the 
Lord’s,  and  is  a  message  that  claims  revelation  as 
its  source. 

Last,  a  prophet’s  prediction  must  be  authenti¬ 
cated  or  proven  true. 

He  said  obviously  that  which  is  prophesied  by  the  - 
inspiration  of  God  will  have  history  as  its  witness, 
but  people  cannot  consider  fulfillment  a  hallmark  of 
genuineness. 

“Though  the  scriptures  give  tests  by  which 
prophets  are  to  be  discerned,  these  tests  were  of  no 
value  in  protecting  the  true  prophets,”  he  said. 

The  prophets’  enemies  had  little  difficulty  finding 
sufficient  fault  with  them  to  justify  rejecting  their 
message  and  putting  them  to  death. 

“The  answer  was  not  found  in  scriptural  tests  by 
which  prophets  were  to  be  discerned,  but  rather  in 
the  spirit  by  which  those  tests  were  employed,”  he 
said.

manager  of  a  local  floral  shop.  The  Robert  Tyas,  author  of  the  book  The 
rose  provides  a  variety  of  species  and  Language  of  Flowers.  With  such 


colors  to  make  up  a  language  all  its 
own. 

White  roses  express  purity  and  in¬ 
nocence;  yellow  roses  signify  joy, 
gladness,  friendship  or  jealousy; 
orange  roses  symbolize  desire;  a  pink 
rose  represents  perfect  happiness; 
and  red  roses  mean  passionate  love. 
No  matter  what  color  it  is,  a  single 
rose  in  full  bloom  says,  “I  love  you.”  A 
bouguet  of  full-bloom  roses  is  a  token 
of  gratitude. 

A  mixture  of  different  colored  roses 
also  has  nuances.  A  bouquet  of  white 
and  red  roses  speaks,  of  unity,  while 
red  and  yellow  roses  mean  happiness, 
said  Christiansen.  Two  roses  wired 
together  to  make  a  single  stem  signi¬ 
fies  an  engagement  or  coming  mar- 


While  the  rose  implies  deep  love, 
the  daisy  represents  faithful  love.  It 
derived  this  meaning  from  the  poet 
Chaucer,  who  stated  that  the  fair 
Queen  Alceste,  having  sacrificed  her 
life  to  perserve  her  husband’s,  was 
changed  into  a  daisy  for  her  faithful 
love. 

A  gift  of  the  narcissus  flower  subtly 
implies  vanity.  It  is  esteemed  as  the 


romantic  beginnings,  this  delicate 
flower  has  come  to  signify  love  and 
remembrance. 

Other  blossoms,  with  or  without 
elaborate  histories,  are  useful  in 
sending  the  message  of  love.  An 
orchid  says,  “To  a  beautiful  lady.” 
And  a  red  carnation  says,  “I  carry  a 
torch  for  you,”  said  Christiansen. 

A  purple  .carnation  means  anti¬ 
pathy  and  capriciousness;  a  white 
carnation  expresses  pure  and  ardent 
love;  and  a  pink  carnation  symbolizes 
a  mother’s  love. 

When  love  is  not  recipocated,  the 
yellow  carnation  is  an  unspoken  mes¬ 
sage  of  rejection.  Many  relationships 
are  ended  with  this  simple  flower 
when  the  words  are  not  easy  to  say. 

Camellias  say,  “I  shall  love  you 
always”;  Gardenias  say,  “I  love  you  in 
secret”;  and  sunflowers  say,  “My  eyes 
see  only  you.”  Honeysuckles  mean 
“We  belong  to  each  other”;  and  lilies- 
of-the-valley  say,  “Let’s  make  up.” 

Whether  the  message  is  from  a 
hopeless  romantic  or  a  shy  secret 
admirer,  perhaps  more  can  be  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  language  of  love  when 
it  is  said  with  flowers.
